Lausche-Gilligan Contest Tops Ohio Primary Tuesday 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
campaign to unseat Ohio’s great­ 
est vote-getter, U. S. Sen. Frank 
J. Lausche, comes to a head 
Tuesday when a record voter 
turnout is expected in tile state’s 
primary election. 
John J. Gilligan, 47, Cincin­ 
nati city councilman and form er 
congressm an, 
is opposing the 
72-year-old 
Lausche 
for 
the 
Dem ocratic nomination. 
Gilligan carried endorsem ents 
from the Dem ocratic State Com­ 


m ittee and the Ohio AFL-CIO. 
He has campaigned exten­ 
sively statewide, consistently at­ 
tacking Lausche’s voting record 
and asserting that the elder poli­ 
tician should be retired. 
Seeking a third term in the 
Senate, 
Lausche 
was Ohio’s 
only five-term governor and its 
form er Cleveland m ayor and 
judge. 
Although he has expressed 
confidence of victory, Lausche 
opened 
his 
cam paign 
earlier 


than usual and has worked vig­ 
orously to protect his record as 
a champion vote getter. 
Lausche blames pressure from 
organized labor for wrestling 
the 
state 
party 
endorsem ent 
from him. He has charged that 
the Ohio AFL-CIO has contrib­ 
uted $1 million toward Gilligan’s 
campaign. 
Gilligan forces and the labor 
group have denied the charge, 
Lemming it “ another Lausche 
legend.” 


The winner of the Lausche- 
Gilligan contest probably will 
face Atty. Gen. William B. Sax- 
be next November. Saxbe has 
only nominal Republican opposi­ 
tion in the prim ary from Wil­ 
liam L. White, Mount Vernon 
businessman, 
and 
Albert 
E. 
Payne, Springfield industrialist. 
None of the presidential can­ 
didates is on the Ohio ballot but 
delegates 
to 
Republican 
and 
Democratic national conventions 
will be selected. 


Most Republican delegate can­ 
didates 
are 
pledged to Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes as favorite 
son. Harold E. Stassen and John 
M. Ashbrook have Republican 
delegate candidates in one dis­ 
trict apiece. 
Sen. Stephen Young has been 
chosen as the Dem ocrats’ fa­ 
vorite 
son, 
although delegate 
candidates pledged to Sen. Eu­ 
gene 
McCarthy of Minnesota 
are running in five districts and 
Alice B arry Richards has can­ 


didates in one district. 
In other statewide contests, 
voters will nominate three can­ 
didates in each party for the 
Ohio Supreme Court, all run­ 
ning unopposed. They also will 
vote 
on 
three 
Constitutional 
am endm ents, to erase an 118- 
year-old provision establishing 
the state’s irreducible debt, to 
provide that Ohio House vacan­ 
cies be filled by state repre­ 
sentatives of the sam e party, 
and to m ake several changes in 


the Ohio judicial system . 
Both parties will nominate 
candidates for 99 seats in the 
Ohio House and 16 seats in the 
state Senate. 
Secretary of State Ted Brown 
has predicted a record prim ary 
election voter turnout of 1,875,* 
OOO. The record is 1,770,000 set 
in 1964. 
Incumbents face prim ary bat­ 
tles in only six of Ohio’s 24 con­ 
gressional districts. Candidates 
of both parties will go unop­ 


posed in eight districts. 
Fourteen Democrats and three 
Republicans will be battling for 
a chance at the 21st D istrict 
seat vacated by Rep. Charles 
D. Vanik, a Democrat, after his 
district was revam ped by the 
Ohio Legislature. 
In the 13th District, eight Dem­ 
ocrats will contend for a shot in 
November at incum bent Rep. 
Charles A. Mosher, a Republi­ 
can.

Freedom Schools 
Open in Churches 
For Protesters 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Only 
250 of the 1,300 high school stu­ 
dents 
suspended during 
dis­ 
turbances last week have sought 
reinstatem ent. 
Others apparently planned to 
participate in a m ass boycott 
and 
attend 
special 
“ freedom 
schools,” starting today. 
The 250 students were re ­ 
instated Sunday when their par­ 
ents signed statem ents saying 
further protest dem onstrations 
could lead to expulson and pos­ 
sible legal action. 
Six schools were opened Sun­ 
day for the statem ent-signings. 
The schools also were to be 
opened early today to enable 
other parents to have their chil­ 
dren reinstated. 
A boycott was called by the 
Black 
Student 
Union 
and 
a 
citizens group after the Board 
of Education announced the re ­ 
instatem ent plans. 
Baity Turner, spokesman for 
the groups and president of the 
Avondale Community 
Council, 
said Sunday, “ This boycott is 
receiving citywide support of 
both black and white students 
and parents.” 
“ Thousands 
will 
participate 
and be absent from schools” 
starting today and the boycott 
will 
last 
indefinitely, 
Turner 
said. 
The “ freedom schools” are to 
start at 8:30 a.m . and dism iss 
at 3 p.m. 
Classes will be taught by Uni­ 
versity of Cincinnati students 
and retired teachers, Negro offi­ 
cials said. Eight such schools 
will 
be established — she at 
churches. 
In addition to academ ic sub­ 
jects, the program calls for an 
assem bly for a BSU report. 
Students 
and 
their 
parents 
signing statem ents Sunday ig­ 
nored about a handful of pickets 
at each school, some carrying 
signs saying, “ don’t sign your 
bill of rights aw ay.” 
Most of the pickets were re ­ 
maining 
suspended 
students, 
also m em bers of the BSU, and 
their parents. 
Turner also announced Sunday 
that a negotiating com m ittee

Cleveland Man 


Saved; Brother, 


Dad Drowned 


CLEVELAND (A P)—Shocked 
and shivering with cold, a 20- 
year-old Cleveland man describ­ 
ed Sunday how he watched help­ 
lessly as his father and younger 
brother drowned during a fish­ 
ing trip. 
John Grice said the 14-foot 
outboard skiff began filling with 
w ater and he jum ped out with a 
friend and swam to some n ear­ 
by rocks. 
“ My younger brother couldn’t 
swim but he had his life jacket 
on and was trying to stand in 
tne boat,” Grice said. “ My fa­ 
ther was right behind him . . . 
then, just like that, the boat 
went down. It was the last I 
saw of them .” 
. 
Missing were Jam es E. Grice, 
42, a m achinist at the Chevro­ 
let Cleveland Division of Gener­ 
al Motors, and his 15-year-oid 
son, Charles, a student at Lin­ 
coln High School.

Death was caused, they said, by 
the inability of Rizor’s lungs— 
long dam aged by his own heart 
:m pairm ent—to 
supply 
suffi­ 
cient oxygen to his new heart. 
Rizor, fattier of four, wras a 
carpenter in Salinas, Calif. His 
heart cam e from an athletic 43- 
year-old man who died of a 
massive brain hem orrhage. 
Cobb, a salesm an from Alex­ 
andria, La., is the fattier of two 
children. His wife is a junior 
high school teacher. He has a 
history of heart trouble for the 
past several years and as been 
seriously ill in recent months. 
Cobb’s donor was William Jo­ 
seph Brannon, 15. of Conroe, 
Tex., who was injured in a cycle 
accident Saturday morning and 
died about 7:30 p.m. Sunday 
night. 
Cobb’s transplant was accom­ 
plished in 42 minutes. 
While Cobb’s heart transplant 
was taking place, the Brannou 
youth’s kidney was being tran s­ 
planted in a separate operation 
to William C. 
Kaiser, 41. of 
Odessa, Tex., by a team headed 
by Dr. Russell Scott and Dr. 
George C. Morris. 
Both the Thomas and Cobb 
transplants were perform ed by 
a team headed by Dr. Denton A. 
Cooley. 
Thomas, a Phoenix, Ariz., ac­ 
countant. received the heart of 
Mrs. Kathleen Martin, a bride 
of six months, who took her life 
with a rifle blast to the head. 
Philip Biaiberg, 58, the third

Britain Faces 
Spending Shift 


LONDON (A P) 
— Britain’s 
prosperous areas face cuts in 
government spending for educa­ 
tion, health and housing because 
Prim e M inister Harold Wilson is 
locating more money for the 
welfare of colored im m igrants 
to ease B ritain’s racial prob­ 
lems. 
Wilson said in industrial Bir­ 
mingham Sunday his Labor gov­ 
ernm ent will make an “ urgent 
exam ination” of 57 areas crowd­ 
ed with im m igrants and set up 
an urban program for the over­ 
burdened regions. 
The money, he indicated, will 
have to be diverted from areas 
under less pressure. 
Wilson said nearly $2.2 billion 
will be spent this year on areas 
^habited by poor imm igrants. 
This com pares with $1.15 billion 
'our years ago, he added.

Powell 
touched off a story last month 
with an inflam m atory speech 
against colored im m igration.

Another police cordon held back

shouting

Dowell. 
Wilson catted in his speech for 
an all-party cam paign to take 
race out of politics. 
“ I am not prepared to stand 
aside and see this country en­ 
gulfed 
by 
the racial 
conflict 
which calculating orators or ig­ 
norant prejudice can create,” 
he declared.

Ball says North Vietnam mis- 
gauges U.S. determ ination and 
power if it expects the latest 
wave of enemy attacks in South 
Vietnam to im prove its peace 
talks bargaining position. 
A n o t h e r 
adm inistration 
source, who could not be identi­ 
fied, meanwhile called the wi­ 
despread enemy assaults “ very 
discouraging to the adm inistra­ 
tion” so soon before direct talks 
between North Vietnam ese and 
U.S. representaties are slated 
to get under way in Paris. 
And from the French capital 
cam e word that representatives 
of the two nations are expected 
to decide soon—m aybe even to­ 
day—on the place in or near the 
French capital for holding preli­ 
m inary talks, to begin Friday or 
soon after. 
Ball said Sunday that in Ids 
March 31 order limiting bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam , President 
Johnson hoped for “ some kind 
of reciprocity” but “ up to now 
there’s 
been no 
evidence of 
that.” 
In fact, Ball added the attacks 
on IOO or m ore communities in 
South Vietnam suggest a pat­ 
tern sim ilar to 1954, when Ho 
Chi Minh’s forces downed the

Downtown Saigon Hit by Rocket as New Battles Flare 


SAIGON (A P) —A heavy ex­ 
plosion believed to have been an 
enemy rocket, jarred downtown 
Saigon 
tonight. 
First 
reports 
said it had hit on Nguyen Hue, a 
m ajor street, near a hotel and 
that a large column of smoke 
could be seen. 
P arts of Saigon have been unr 
der sporadic attack since the 
enemy launched a new offensive 
early Sunday morning, but the 
blast tonight was the closest so 
far to the downtown heart of the 
city. 
C u r f e w 
restrictions 
had 
cleared the streets at 7 p.m ., 
but the blast hit in a heavily po­ 
pulated area. 
Another report said the m is­ 


sile—which appeared to have 
been a heavy rocket—landed in 
the street in front of the down­ 
town Saigon U.S.O. and a pri­ 
vate club frequented largely by 
Americans and nam ed Interna­ 
tional House. 
A stream of police vehicles, 
fire 
engines 
and 
am bulances 
converged quickly on the scene. 
One car could be seen burning 
in the street about two blocks 
from The Associated Press of­ 
fice. The blast rocked Saigon at 
9:30 p.m. (9:30 a.m. EDT.) 
Because of the curfew, both 
the 
U.S.O 
and 
International 
House were closed but the area 
hit by the blast also is one of 
m any 
a p arf^en ts and hotels, 


occupied by Vietnamese, Ameri­ 
cans and other nationalities. 
U.S. m ilitary spokesmen indi­ 
cated tile new enemy offensive 
launched Sunday was subsiding 
elsewhere across South Vietnam 
after only one day. 
While 
Hanoi 
radio 
claimed 
“ brilliant victories,” Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. W estm oreland’s head­ 
quarters said in a communique: 
“Scattered fighting has taken 
place throughout yesterday and 
this 
morning; 
however, 
the 
over all activities rem ain con­ 
siderably lower than during the 
Tet (lunar new 
year) 
offen- 
sive.” 
H eadquarters reported 122 lo­ 
cations were hit Sunday by m or­ 


tar and a rilla ry fire 
but new 
shelling today was insignificant. 
There also was ground fighting 
in the north but this appeared to 
be a continuation of last week’s 
battles. 
A U.S. spokesman said allied 
forces so far had killed 714 ene­ 
my troops in and around Saigon, 
including 177 inside the city it­ 
self. Some of the fights were 
spoiling actions, cutting off ene­ 
my units reported headed to a t­ 
tack Saigon. 
U.S. officials said an estim at­ 
ed battalion of enemy troops, 
perhaps 400 to 500 men, fighting 
aided forces around Tan Son 
Nhut air base are predom inant­ 
ly North Vietnam ese soldiers.

SAIGON (AP) — We had 
headed toward the Mekong Del­ 
ta but there was nothing doing 
down there, so we decided to 
head back toward Saigon. 
John Cantwell, an Australian 
and a Time magazine staffer, 
was driving. Michael Birch of 
the Australian Associated Press 
was in the right front seat of the 
small, open jeep-type vehicle. 
On the right in back was Ron 
Laramy, a British national who 
worked for Reuters; in the cen­ 
ter was another Reuters man, 
Bruce Pigott, an Australian. I 
was the last to get in and had to 
take the half seat in the back 
with my left leg hanging 
out 
over the side. 
We saw two gunship helicop­ 
ters attacking about 1,000 yards 
to the north. We headed into a 
very crowded and poor district 
on a muddy street about 12 feet 
wide. Moving the other way was 
a strong current of refugees 
shouting “Viet Cong! VC! VC 
VC’s.” 
I was sitting on the mudguard 
on the left. So I had a higher 
view and I said, perhaps from 
intuition, “The VC are up ahead 
—stop! stop! stop!” 
Bruce said, “Oh, go ahead 
anyway,” but immediately after 
his face went pale. Apparently 
he had seen something that I 
hadn’t seen. 
We drove into an open inter­ 
section. It was empty. 
I shouted, “Stop! Stop!” be­ 
cause I was scared and I felt 
Jiat there were VC there. 
Cantwell swerved to the left 
and while he was trying to get 
into reverse, two Viet Cong 
opened fire. One on our left had 
a burp gun, the one on the right 
an AK47. TTiere were two other 
VC there in the background and 
the fifth, the commander as I 
learned later, was nearby. 
It wasn’t a real ambush. They 
were holding the perimeter of 
!he VC area. The burp gun and 
the AK47 pushed bullets for a 
full IO seconds through the jeep. 
I jumped to the left, staggered 
about IO yards, pretending I 
vas hit, then fell. 
After the burst, I looked under 
my shoulder and could only see 
two others of the four. One, 
whom I thought was Laramy, 
had his arms and head thrown 
back, his mouth open and he 
’ooked dead. 


The second, whom I believe 
was John Cantwell, was lying on 
his back to the left of the jeep 
parallel to me but about six feet 
away. 
The automatic fire stopped 
and the 
commander c a m e 
forward with his left arm out­ 
stretched, holding a 45. He be­ 
gan to walk toward the jeep. 
Everything was quiet for a few 


seconds. Then I heard Michael 
Birch call out pleadingly, “Bao 
Chil Bao Chi!”

SomeWilling 
To Lose Jobs 
lf Necessary 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The 
Ohio Nurses 
Association 
has 
opened up a campaign to raise 
standards in Ohio’s mental hos­ 
pitals, with some members will­ 
ing to lose their jobs if neces­ 
sary. 
Myra C. F. Trod, an ONA 
assistant 
executive 
director, 
said some nurses “have agreed 
to put their heads on the chopp­ 
ing block” to see nursing stan­ 
dards and care for patients bet­ 
tered in the state hospitals. 
Dorothy A. Cornelius, execu­ 
tive director of the 12,000-mem­ 
ber 
organization, 
said, 
“Our 
association will give protection 
to the individual nurses who 
make complaints. They w i l l 
receive support.” 
Miss Cornelius and Gene A. 
Sheppard, also an assistant di­ 
rector, said the ONA conducted 
a survey among state-employed 
nurses and found these com­ 
plaints: 
1. Salaries for state nurses 
are l a r g e l y noncompetitive, 
even with pay raises granted by 
the last legislature. Cleveland 
State Hospital, they said, starts 
nurses 
at $5,990 while three 
Dayton area hospitals pay be­ 
ginners $7,200 or more. 
2. Professional 
nurses 
say 
nursing staffs in state hospitals 
are too small. 
3. Nurses complain of poor 
communication with hospital ad­ 
ministration. 
4. T h e y 
complain 
of 
in­ 
adequate medical supervision in 
state hospitals. 
. There 
are 
shortages 
of 
drugs and supplies needed to 
care for patients, they said. 
When prescribed drugs run out, 
nurses complained, other drugs 
are substituted. 
Miss Cornelius and Sheppard 
say that mandatory licensing of 
nurses effective Jan. I is the 
key to the campaign. The new 
licensing law makes it 
illegal 
for those other than professional 
nurses to practice nursing, the 
ONA said.

State Board of Nursing Educa­ 
tion and Nurse Registration will 
hire consultants who will issue 
complaints and work to prevent 
violations of the law.

“I would like to see a time 
come when all young athletes 
undergo pre-season physical ex­ 
aminations that would include a 
biotelemetry 
examination 
of 
body functions during strenuous 
workouts,” Dr. Lott said. 
The scientist said he felt this 
might enable a team physician 
to detect some heart problems 
early enough to prevent further 
aggravation of the condition. 
“My immediate aim is to es­ 
tablish a simple, inexpensive, 
routine test measurement of a 
s u b j e c t ’s EKG—electrocar­ 
diogram— and heart rate dur­ 
ing a short exertion session, 
with equipment so portable it 


could be carried in a suitcase,” j 
Lott said. 
Lott’s research concerns the 
effects of physical and mental 
stress on three specific body 
“meters”—the e l e c t r o c a r 
diogram (EKG), the heart rate 
itself 
and 
the 
electroence­ 
phalogram (EEG), or electrical 
brain waves. 
The apparatus used by the 
biologist consists of two small 
electrodes, about the size of a 
nickel, taped in place over the 
chest area for EKG readings or 
on the forehead for EEG read­ 
ings. The electrodes are wired 
to a tiny FM radio transmitter, 
smaller than a penny match 
box, that can be taped to the 
body or carried in a pocket. 
In operation, the radio trans- j 
mits signals generated by the 
heart and brain. The signals 


picked up at Lott’s “listening 
post’ ’by a standard FM 
receiver, can be stored on mag­ 
netic tape or recorded visually 
on a writing recorder.

Amendment on Job Rights 


ATLANTIC CITY, N .J. (AP)

The resolution was pending 
before

delegates 
from the 1.4 million-member un­ 
ion calling upon their leaders to 
“ cooperate with the broadest 
possible coalition of concerned 
citizens 
and organizations 
to 
launch a cam paign for an eco­ 
nomic bill of rights.” 
The proposal had the blessing 
of UAW President W alter P. 
Ileuther and its overwhelming 
adoption was forecast by dele­ 
gates.

am endm ent 
would “ establish the constitu­ 
tional right of all Am ericans to 
a useful job, if they are able and 
willing to work, with the federal 
government acting as tile em ­ 
ployer of last resort.” 
It also would guarantee all 
Americans a wage sufficient "to 
support themselves and their 
families in decency and dignity 
in accordance with standards 
prevailng at the time, if they 
are unemployed.” 
In addition it calls for estab­ 
lishm ent of a national health 
servce and a guaranteed an­ 
nual income “ sufficient to pro­ 
vide adequate living standards, 
if they are unable to work, ei­ 
ther through the negative in­ 
come tax program or some oili­ 
er appropriate means instead of 
the obsolete and degrading wel­ 
fare system 
currently in ef­ 
fect.”

the times. I never heard him 
say ‘We used to do it this way.’ 
He has always been very prag­ 
m atic and worked to find ways 
to get things done.” 
Elson said the senator “ made 
Arizona blossom from the de­ 
sert into what it is today.

“ The M cCarran Act provides 
for various detention centers to

the 
country and these might well be 
utilized for the tem porary im ­ 
prisonm ent of warring guerril­ 
las.” 
Also suggested as a counter 
move was issuance of “ census 
cards” that would bear a photo­ 
graph of each slum-dweller and 


information about their home 
city and their street address. 
“This classification would aid 
the authorities in knowng 
the 
exact location of any suspect 
and who is in control of any giv­ 
en district,” said the report. 
•‘Under such a system , move­ 
ment would be proscribed and 
the ability of the guerrilla to 
move freely from place to place 
seriously curtailed.” 
Willis said m ost of the report 
was prepared by Phillip Abbott 
Luce, described as a one-time 


activist in the pro-Red Chinese 
Progressive Labor party prior 
to his defection from commu­ 
nism in 1965.
